Shonts to Sail Tomorrow. 

NEW YORK, April 24.—The news of 

the death of the Duc de Chaulnes came 
as a great shock to Mr. Shonts and his 
family. There had been no previous in- 
timation that he was not in good health 
and the lettérs from: the Duchess Tre- 
céived recently wére happy in their torie, 
recounting merely the incidents of their 
trip and of their life in France. 
The cablegram to Mr. Shonts gave no 
details of the Duke’s death, not even 
Stating the cause. Immediately on its 
receipt Mr. Shonts sent a cablegram 
asking for further information. 

Mrs. Shonts will leave for Paris to- 
morrow on the steamer St. Louis, It is 
probable that Mr. Shonts will accompany 
her. 

Found Him Dead in Bed. 

The Duchess entered her husband's 

room this morning, but found that she 
could not awaken him. She quickly 
Summoned help. A doctor came in 
response to her summons and after an 
examination he pronounced the Duke 
dead, A commissary of police was at 
once notified and the inquest opened. 
At the conclusion of the inquest the 
Coroner declared that death was due 
to natural causes, and that it had 
been brought about by embolism. The 
police later issued a permit of inter- 
ment. 
The Duke and Duchess had lived at 
the Hotel Langham for three weeks, 
awaiting the completion of their pri- 
vate residence, now in course of con- 
etruction. 

After a courtship that lasted for two 
years in the face of the determined op- 
position of the young woman’s father, 
the Duke and Miss Shonts, who is the 
youngest daughter of the former chair- 
man of the Isthmian Canal Commission, 
were married in New York City Febru- 
ary 16, last. 

The wedding took place at the home 
of the bride’s father, 123 East Thirty- 
fifth street, and tne ceremony was per- 
formed by Monsignor M. J. Lavelle, rec- 
tor of St. Patrick’s Cathedra!. 

Notable among the guests, however, 
was the Duchess D'l'zes, a s'ster of the 
Duxe and a member of one of the most 
aristocratic families of Paris; the Ba- 
ron Louis de Conde of Paris, a friend 
of the Duke, and several representa- 
tives of the French embassy at Wash- 
ington, including the counsellor of the 
embassy, M. Des Portes de La Fosse, 
Madame Des Portes and their daugh- 
ter, the latter a personal friend of the 
bride, and Lieut. De Blampre, ° the 
French naval attache, and Madam 
Blampre. ; ) 

Miss Marguerite Shonts, sister of the 
bride, was her only attendant, and the 
Prince Andrée Galitzine, the Duke’s 
uncle, was best man. 


Had Squandered 81,000,000. 
The Duke was 2% years old and was 


a member of one of the most aristocrat- 
ic families of the French nobility. He 
had a house in Paris and an heredi- 
tary castle in one of the French prov- 
Inces, Hig title he could trace ba¢ék to 
the year 1621. 

Financially, however, the Duke was 
nil He had inherited about $1,000,000, 
but he squandered it at the gaming 
tables and in various escapades. 
several years before he met Miss 
Shonts he was a persistent fortune hunt- 
er, and was engaged at various times to 
several heiresses, all of whom discard- 
ed him because of his affairs with other 
women. 

The Duke's sister was wealthy, and 
for a long time she kept him in funds. 
Fit his demands upon her purse were 
so heavy that she finally joined the 
fortune-hunting game in the hope of 
achieving a marriage for her brother 
wiuech would relieve her of the neces- 
sity of financing his escapades. She 
was acquainted with Miss Shonts, and 
flaally brought the young couple to- 
gether at her Paris home.

Negro Children. 








CASE TRIED FIVE TIMES 





Juries Always Barred Ambrose 
and Minnie Bibb; Higher 
Court Reversed It. 





The Supreme Court of [Illinois has 
directed that a writ of mandamus issue 
in the celebrated Alton school case, 
but the controversy over the admission 
of negro children to white schools is 
still unsettled. J. F. McGinness, at- 
torney for the city, holds that -the 
action applies only to Ambrose and Min- 
nie Bibb, in whose behalf the writ was 
sought. : 

J. J. Brenholt, the attorney who in- 
stituted the proceedrng, contends that it 
applies to all negro children in Alton. 
It will probably be necessary for the 
Supreme Court to indicate the effect of 
its order before the question is settled. 


Ten, Years of Litigation. 
If the whit applies only to Ambrose 


and Minnie Bibb, the victory of the 
negroes, after more than ten years of 
litigation, will be a bootless one, because 
Ambrose and Minnie are now 20 and 18 
years of age and have ceased attend- 
ing school. 

The Alton school case is without a 
parallel in Illinois litigation. Five times 
juries in the Madison County Circuit 
Court decided that the negro children 
should not be admitted to the white 
schools. Five times the Supreme Court 
reversed and remanded the case. 
Although the Supreme Court said that 
under the law they were entitled to be 
admitted; jury after jury excluded 
them in spite of the law. 

When the Supreme Court became con- 
vinced that the Circuit Court would nev- 
er admit the children, it adopted the 
extraordinary procedure of ordering that 
the writ issue. 

Suit Begun in 1907. | 

The suit was begun in October, 1897, 
by Attorneys Brenholt and John M. 
Palmer, at the instance of Scott Bibb, 
whose children had been excluded from 
the white school. Mr. Palmer has since 
died. 

Mr. Brenholt seid Friday that he 
would at once file.a motion in the Cir- 
cuit Court for thé issuance of the writ 
in compliance with the order of the 
Supreme Court. +As soon as it is served 
all negro children will be free to attend 


order. 
Mr. McGinness, however, Insists that 


if any children other than Scott Bibb’s 
want to attend the white schools they 
will have to begin suit on their own 


account. 
Brenholt would not say what he would 
do if other negro children were refused 
admission to. the schools. 
Prof. R. A. Haight, Superintendent of 
Schools, said he would be guided by 
the advice of McGinness. 

Writ Directed at Mayor. 

Although the writ applies to the School 
Board, it is issued directly against the 
Mayor and City Council, who appoint 
and confirm the School Board. 
The sult was begun when Henry 
Brueggemann was Mayor.

Letter to Girl Not Opened. 
’ The letters were taken to the Caron- 
Melet police station, where the last three 
Were opened in the presence of the ad- 
dressees, but the young marni’s letter to 
his sweetheart remained untouched. 

Begega, who had been in this country 
but a few years, Was despondent over 
financial reverses, say his friends. He 
had told them that he came of a wealthy 
family in Spain, and he appeared to be 
unused to poverty. 

Spends His Last Cent. 

Friday afternoon Begega visited some 
friends at the saloon of Angel Garcia, 
7211 South Broadway, where he remained 
several hours. After spending his last 
cent in treating his friends he was taken 
to his home by Jose Rodrigez. 

Half an hour later, a revolver shot 
was heard from Begega’s room. Others 
in the house found him dead, with a 
bullet through his heart and the letters 
by his side. The police were notified 
and the body taken to the Morgue. 

Following is a copy of the letter 
to Angel Garcia, which is dated April 
7, and was not stamped nor sealed: 

“Approved and Worthy Friend: I 
take my pen to give you notice of my 
death. Today. on the last day of my 
life, I write this letter to you as a 
friend of.my father. I charge you to 
console ny father. Tell him to be 
cheerful. have written him often. 

“When you go away, help my moth- 
er. I have reached the end of my 
life. Only sone remedy. remains. In 
the grave shall find rest. Life is 
happy for those who have illusions, 
hopes and fortunes, but there is none 
of that for me.

Recently, Former City Register P. R. 
Fitzgibbon met Dr. Cunningham in New 
York. The dentist-dramatist was accom- 
panied by a tall woman whom he in- 
troduced to Mr. Fitzgibbon as “Miss 
Lurton.,”’ 

Dr. Cunningham’s letter to the Post- 
Dispatch, written from New York, fol- 
lows: 

“To the editor of the Post-Dispatch— 
Dear Sir: As your paper, of all the St. 
Louis papers, published the least, sen- 
sational reports and the fewest lies 
about my mysterious disappearance 
from your city, I favor you with this 
brief synopsis of my actions, my where- 
abouts and my possible future.

No Heroine Here. 

“But no. One of us again just missed 
being a hero! 

“NO woman has approached me on the 
subject,’’” said Mr. Travilla, when I 
asked him if he really were making this 
improvement for our benefit. 

“The downtown street crossings, where 
women sprain their ankles and lose their 
patent leather pumps, are indeed object 
lessons, displaying some of the evils 
of the granite cobblestones. 

‘I appreciate the discomfort, and sym- 
pathize with the women who must, with 
difficulty, walk upon them, but, while 
I do not like to be ungallant, I must 
confess that wood blocks, net French 
heels, are my hobby. 

Book and Samples. 

“T’ll tell you why’—— 

With this he brought out many rough, 
unhewn pieces of wood, in _ various 
stages of greasiness, and a pamphlet 
containing a government report on 
wood investigations. and experiments ‘in 
their preservation.

‘I now have some extra money, and 
at the request of many merchants for 
new, noiseless, safe and sanitary pave- 
ment, have decided, with the co-opera- 
tion of the United Railway Co., which 
I have obtained, to put my theory into 
practice, at least at the corner cross- 
ings. 

‘It only remains for us to decide 
which sort of wood we shall use. Here 
we have samples of gumwood, red and 
blue, from the South, and Tamarac and 
yellow pine from the North. All have 
seen long, hard service, and are in’ ex- 
cellent preservation.” 

Picks the Prettiest. 

I volunteered that I thought the blue 
gumwood the best looking piece of wood, 
but I think that is really all we women 
folk will have to say about it. 

We can only profit by the improve- 
ment and thank Mr. Travilla heartily 
for his partiality for wooden blocks.

GLENNON ON THE SETTLEMENTS. 

Lecturing on true charity in Chicago, where Jane 
Addams’ Hull House and its many imitators have 
a great vogue, Archbishop Glennon said: “Live 
if you wjll in the slums and bring what joy you 
can to those condemned to live in poverty, but, 
after all,; what does this amount to?” 

The arehbishop seems to know what compara- 
tively few Chicagoans understand, that Hull 
House is neither a religious institution nor a 
charity. Its founder and manager particularly 
repudiates both ideas, and yet she receives finan- 
cial and moral support chiefly from the religious 
and charitable. . 

Settlement work is sociological in its scope and 
purpose and the worthy men and women who car- 
ry it on do so in many cases quite as much for 
their own diversion and instruction as for the 
amelioration of the condition of the poor. Hull 
House is probably doing more good than harm, 
but that it does harm in some ways is freely 
maintainéd by persons who do not relish its 
relations with socialists and revolutionists. 

While such enterprises are never to be con- 
demned except for good cause, it is important 
that their real character and aims should be fully 
understood. They are not charities and they have 
no religion of any kind. They are more likely to 
make much of a Russian ‘anarchist than they 
are to entertain a Russian saint.

Whisker Storage. 

Our esteemed friend, the illustrious 
Herr Prof. Weissnichtwas of the Uni- 
versity of Goessigen, has perfected a 
system of whisker storage that is pe- 
cullarly adapted to thoge wiiose daily 
activities prevent their ithdulging in 
newspaper and tar-papér packing.

Ohio River rdad and create competition 
with the Baltimore & Ohio. 

He incorporated the West Virginia 
Short Line Railroad, holding eighty-sev- 
en of ninety-three shares of capital 
stock, procured rights of way and had 
the line surveyed, at a cost of $40,000. 
The link ran through his coal proper- 
tles and near other industries with 
which he was connected. Jan. 9, 1897, he 
contracted with Edward O. Machen of 

this city to construct the railroad. 

- Up to that time the Ohio River Rail- 
road Co. was a big loser. Practically all 
the stock was held by Mr. Rogers and 
his associates in Standard Oil. 

Club for B. & O. 

Unknown to Jackson, Mr. Rogers had 
been trying in vain to sel] his unproduc- 
tive road to the B. & O./ The complaint 
charges that Rogers conceived’ the 
scheme of getting control of Jackson's 
road, to use it as a club over the B. &

BRYAN FORCES -ANGRY 





Sullivanites Betrayed Them, 
Declare Judge Thompson 
and w,. F. Dunlap. 





By a Post-Dispatch Staff Correspond- 


SPRINGFIELD, ‘IL, April 24.—While 
William J. Bryan was indorsed for the 
presidency by the Democratic State 
Convention, which adjourned last night, 
the 54 delegates from this State to the 
Denver Convention, under the instruc- 
tions adopted, are free to transfer their 
votes to Gov. Johnson or another can- 
didate if the Nebraskan is not nominat- 
ed on the first ballot. 

The Bryan men are charging that they 
were betrayed by National Committee- 
man Roger C. Sullivan, who dominated 
the convention. 

Fail to Defeat Sullivan. 

At the last moment the Bryan leaders 
attempted to undo the work of Sullivan, 
but they soon discovered themselves at 
a hopeless disadvantage. 

That part of the resolutions relating 
to Mr. Bryan follows: 

“Recognizing the broad statesmanship, 
matchless eloquence and untiring efforts 
of our great leader, Hon. William Jen- 
nings Bryan, in the cause of humanity, 
we, the Democracy of Illinois, honoring 
a native son, and taking pride in his 
distinguished leadership, instruct the 
delegates to the National Convention of 
our party at Denver from this State to 
support his candidacy for the nomina- 
tion of the presidency, and use all hon- 
orable means in his behalf. We further 
instruct the Illinois delegation to the 
Denver convention to act as a unit on 
all propositions.”’ ; 

Thompson Works Hard. 

Judge Owen P. Thompson and Hiil- 
lard F. Dunlap of Jacksonville—ancient 
and ardent political enemies of National 
Committeeman Sullivan—led the Bryan 
forces. 

An amendment to the resolutions, pre- 
pared by Judge Thompson, declared that 
“the delegates selected by this conven- 
tion to the Democratic National Con- 
vention are hereby instructed to vote 
as a unit for William J. Bryan for. the 
Democratic nomination for President so 
long as his name is before the Conven- 
tion.”’ 

The convention was in great disorder 
as a result of the fight over the “per- 
sonal liberty feature’’+of the platform, 
when Judge Thompson hurried frem his 
seat to the speaker’s stand and demand- 
ed recognition by the chairman. 

Chairman Morris ruled that he was 
out of order, the point being made by a 
Sullivanite that he was attempting to 
speak outside of his delegation. 

“Will you recognize me if I go back 
to my seat?’ asked Judge Thompsen. 

Chairman Morris made no reply and 
the roll call on the other question pro- 
ceeded, 

“We were bunkoed by the Sullivan 
men, as usual,’’ said Mr. Dunlap to a 
F’cst-Dispatch reporter. “I was assured 
two days ago that the Illinois delega- 
tion would be instructed to vote for Mr. 
Bryan, first, last and all the time, at 
Denver. 

“The Sullivan men were willing that 


this should be done and they promised 
to insert such a clause in the resolution. 


Too Late to Rescind Action. 

“When we found they had not done 
so it was too late to rescind the action 
of the Cemmittee on Resolutions. Mr. 
Bryan will not need the votes of the 
Illinois delegation at Denver. He can 
be nominated without them and the ac- 
tion of the Sullivan men today will 
strengthen the chances for contesting. 
the right of the 535 Cook County dele- 
gates to sit in the Denver convention. I 
don't know whether Mr. Burke is going 
to make this fight, but if he dees so he 
will have the assistance of Mr. Bryan's 


close personal friends."’ 

Judge Thompson said: 

“The resolutions make it obligatory 
for the delegation to vote for Mr. Bry- 
an on the first ballot. If I were a dele- 
gate to the Denver Convention I should 
consider them binding on me on every 
ballot so long as Mr. Bryan’s name is 
before the Convention. But what the 
Sullivan men will do I don’t know.” 

When Maxwell Edgar and other lead- 
ers who are ing Gov. Johnson of 
Minnesota found that tne resolutions 
paved the way for sending Illinois’ 54 
votes to their candidate on the second 
baliot, they decided not to present the 
Minnesotan’s name to the Convention. 

Edgar Ia Satisfied. 


“We are well satisfied with the work 
of today’s gathering,” said Mr. Bdgar. 
“The instructions for Bryan are by no 


means ironclad. They leave the dele- 
gates free to chose whomever they will 
after the first ballot.”’ 

All the convention honors belong to 


Committeeman Sullivan. He carried 
through his Bryan program without 
displeasing the anti-Bryan men. His 
Chicago following is solidified by the 
adoption of resolutions placing the 
Illinolg Democracy on record against 
sumptuary legislation. 

This feature of the platform was 
carried by a vote of $24 to 685. The 
local option advocates say this decla- 
ration means nothing, whereas those 
who champion it maintain that it re- 
moves prohibition as a Democratic is- 
sue in Illinois.
